W. Zode Smith, General Man- 
ager of Waterworks, Wednesday 
filed the 1946 report with Coun- 
cil’s Waterworks Committee. The 
report showed operation and main- 
tenance costs were $996,260 for the 
year, and that nearly 17,000,000,000 
gallons were pumped, 682,450,000 
gallons greater than in 1945. 

The record income from the divi- 
sion was recorded despite the fact 
that $614,768 worth of free water 
was furnished to schools, Fulton 
County, hospitals and other City 
departments. 

Principal consumers of free wa- 
ter were $281,844 for the Sanitary;

Shortage May 


Last Six Weeks 


The Atlanta area is faced with 
shortages and high prices for fresh 
fruits and vegetables resulting 
from the acute effects of the re- 
cent freeze in Southern Florida, 
aecording to produce men who say 
the condition may last five or six 
weeks 

Produce buyers for the big 
stores and at the Farmers’ Mar- 
ket said the Florida cold wave, 
with its consequent damage to 
vegetables and citrus fruits, has 


resulted in an average increase of 
40 percent in prices for some 
fruits and vegetables. 

The embargo on shipment of 
citrus fruits out of Florida may 
cause their removal from the mar- 
ket in Atlanta before Feb. 19, the 
date now set for lifting the em- 
bargo, 

On an average, produce buyers 
said the freeze had caused price 
increases at wholesale of from 
$1.75 to $3.50 for a box of oranges: 


‘from $1.50 to $2.25 for a box of 


grapefruit; from $5 to $7 a bushel 
for peppers; from $6 to $9 a bushel 
for squash, andgfrom $2.25 to $4 
a bushel for eggplant. 

Cabbage, least hurt by the freeze, 
shows an increase of 15 percent 
in price. Snap beans show an in- 
crease of 40 percent.

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Britains Gravest Crisis--- 


Britain’s crisis is greater, fundamen- 
tally, than that of Dunkirk. 

They then had an enemy with which 
thev could come to grips. 

They do not have one in the present 
crisis. 

The whole economic system of the 
world is in a period of transition. Britain’s 
troubles spring only incidentally from the 
fact that her coal production is low and 
the need for coal great. Her troubles are 
not primarily the result of a failure by the 
Labor government. It is its failure on top 
of failures by bygone governments 

It serves to illustrate the fatal results 
of not coming to grips with a problem 
when there is time. The miners of Britain 
were badly exploited before the first World 
V But Americans, 
of ‘gadgets’ and 
liking for machines, improved with 
the production of 
The British did not. After 
rst World War coal prices were low 
profits small. The British again did 
not improve their mining methods and the 
economic lot of the miners was a tragic 
The mines now have been national- 
ized but the program to recruit more min- 
ers has not had time to bring results and 
machinery is not obtained and installed 
except over a period of years. The need for 
The effect will be bad for 
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coal is now. 
months. 

But, even this is not the real British 
problem. ; 

There are many factors involved. Many 
of them are complex, created, tangled and 
distorted by two world wars in a genera- 
tion, both straining and damaging the 


economy of every nation in the world, in- 
volved or not. 

But the net of the factors involved is 
this— 

With the industrial revolution spread- 
ing farther and farther, with new indus- 
trial methods and machines developing; 
with production of cotton and raw ma- 
terials widespread and no longer a monop- 
oly of Southern United States and Egypt; 
the question Britain faces is whether or 
not it is now economically possible for a 
small island nation to bring to its factories 
raw materials from all over the world, fab- 
ricate them and ship them. out to world 
markets? 

Britain must export to live. 

The error of the Socialist government 
would seem to lie in establishing many ex- 
pensive social reforms before first getting 
necessary production into export channels. 


The second weakness would seem to be 
that of incentive. Even the Russians found 
their workers had to have the incentive 
system and the Russian trade unions em- 
ploy the piece-work system for that reason. 
The British, needing to export, had to keep 
their own goods rationed so that the work- 
ers, with nothing to buy with their wages, 
had no personal incentive to produce. 


It is indeed a crisis. The British will be 
fortunate to escape from it without a de- 
preciated currency and a great straining 
of their system. It will be the worst sort 
of folly if this country and its Congress 
view the British dilemma with anything 
but a friendly*and sympathetic eye. Fail- 
ure of the British system would flood Brit- 
ain and the continent with Communism. 


Penalizing Southern Manufacturers 


Another discrimination against South- 

ern industry has been reported to Presi- 
dent Truman by Sen. Walter F. George 
nd Rep. Henderson Lanham, of Rome. 
Congressmen told the President 
outhern stove and agricultural imple- 
ment foundries are threatened with clos- 
ing down by a proposed reduction of pig 
iron allocations. 

It seems that 77 percent of the Birming- 
ham district output of pig iron now. is 
allocated to priority orders for bathtub 
pipe manufacturers in other sec- 
tions of the country. In contrast, only 36 
percent of Western pig iron and 25 per- 
cent of Eastern pig iron is consigned to 
priority holders. Now the National Hous- 
ing Agency proposes to cut even further 


he 
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the allocations for Southern foundries 
which would leave the plants of this region 
only five percent of the Birmingham pig 
iron output. 

Such a proposal is grossly unfair on its 
face and not only would seriously curtail 
a growing Southern industry, but would 
throw thousands out of work. President 
Truman is reported to have told Rep. Lan- 
ham it looked as though the South were 
being discriminated against. It looks that 
way to us, too. 

Not only should the proposal for fur- 
ther reductions be disapproved, but the 
present allocation of priority orders for 
Birmingham pig iron should be equalized 
with that of the remainder of the pro- 
ducers. It is the only fair solution. 


Iniquitous But Inevitable Now 


There seems little doubt, at this time, 
that the Legislature will enact the so- 
called White Primary Bill. 

Circumstances have combined to give 
the measure support which ordinarily it 
not have received. For, without re- 
gard to the factionalism which has split the 
Legislature apparently irrepara- 
bly, the bill in itself is a dangerous one, 
utterly unworthy of passage. 

_ We are convinced that had Eugene Tal- 
madge lived, the White Primary Bill 
which would have been offered would 
have been a more temperate proposal. It 
was at his behest that the most recent 
legal safeguards were placed about the 
primary. And certainly he would have 
pondered the problem a great while be- 
fore jeopardizing* the county unit system 
as the Harris measure does. 

Be that as it may, the White Primary 
Bill seems destined to pass and to become, 
at least until such time as the U. S. Su- 
preme Court gets an opportunity to rule 
on it; a part of Georgia’s elective process. 
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Thus far, only three amendments have 
been proposed to the far-reaching Harris 
measure. These would: 

I. Strike out the provisions repealing 
the county unit vote system. 

2. Make election fraud subject to prose- 
cution by Superior Court judges. 

3. Require a favorable vote by the 
people on the bill before it becomes effec- 
tive. 

All three of these will appeal to 
thoughtful persons, but there seems little 
hope that the Legislature, in its present 
mood and confusion, will accept any— 
much less all—of them. 

Still, those who recognize the bill for 
what it is are well advised to continue to 
denounce it at every opportunity and to 
vote egainst it when the opportunity is 
presented. 

Certainly the people will want to know, 
in the days of dictatorship which will in- 
evitably follow, the names of those elected 
Representatives who sold democracy down 
the river. * 
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A Little 
Left of Center 


A syndicated labor columnist whose type- 
writer is cut on the anti-AFL bias, wrote a piece 
: the other day in which he referred to me as a 
“former liberal.” At about the same time a teacher of political 
science lamented that I had become a practical politician instead of 
an idealist, all because I had insisted that however indefensible 
morally the legal trick employed to elect Herman @almadge Gov- 
ernor may have been, there was an obvious legal Basis for it and 
that only the courts could determine the issue ... and that there 
was no issue between the two principals. 


All this interests me no little. I have been keeping down my 
same old road, a little left of center, as is my custom and belief. 
I do not have to make a living being a professional liberal, but can 
center on trying to be liberal, a fact which makes me very glad. 
It does not make it necessary for me to go about with a portable 
trapeze upon which to swing before the professional liberal groups. 
I very often admire the professionals because some of them swing 
very well indeed, being able, on occasion, to do .a two-and-a-half- 
forward somersault and return to the bar. 


P liti But, since I have never attempted to peddle a column 
O11T1CS to a special audience, I am really shocked and chagrined 
that anyone should ever have thought of me as having anything 
but a practical approach to actual political problems as compared 
with issues. This does not mean I am lacking in ideals. I am not. 
But political problems must be approached with muscle and sweat 
and a willingness to get things done. One of the things wrong with 
the attitude toward, and concept of, politics in America, is the 
ivory tower teaching of it by political science professors. They 
have failed utterly to teach it or explain it in its real terms and 
values—that politics concerns people and their needs. 


All I do is to wind up every day and throw a column for the 
plate, hoping my control is good. You try to mix up your fast one 
and your curve ball. Sometimes your knuckle ball goes wild and 
your change of pace comes up too slow and they hit it over the 
fence. But, all you can do is keep pitching. 

If you keep right on down the road, a little left of center, you 
see some amusing things which make you, for the moment, a little 
cynical, 

You will see the professional liberals organize a march on the 
capital, which has all the elements of Fascism attributed to the 


| -demonstration before the Governor’s office following the election. 


Moralit You also see the professional liberals eagerly trying 
y to use the same indefensible moral trick they were 
so heartily damning until an occasion appeared which seemed to 
indicate a chance for them to use the same trick successfully. 


You also see the professional liberals pull their men out of the 


fight in the Senate against the morally indefensible white primary 
bill, merely because it might prejudice the case in court, This was 
one of the most unidealistic and politically immoral positions ever 
taken, but the professional idealist will amaze you as you see him 
from your position just a little left of center. He hops about like 
a grasshopper and he may be seen far to the right or far to the 
left or maybe walking along beside you. But always he is hopping 
about, crying aloud and viewing with alarm and providing irrita- 
tion, amusement and an occasional fine bit of work. But, you 
can’t count on him and in a fight he is not much good in your 
corner, being likely to squeeze the lemon in your eyes instead 
of your mouth just before the bell rings for the next round. 


There is one historic case in the professional ranks. It is com- 
parable only to the flip-flop the American Communists made when 
Germany attacked Russia. This great professional liberal, who was 
a great Roosevelt shouter, suddenly found out that his lecture fees 
were slowing down in the late years of FDR’s career and he flopped 
over so quickly you could hear him whiz, It was surprising how 
the fees picked up from groups wishing to hear him damn the 
New Deal. . Today he can give you the “American way” mumbo- 


‘jumbo and damn those who criticize the Southern lacks of educa- 


tion and health with as fine a trapeze performance as you ever 
saw. Even the professional idealists are on to him and have, I 
think, put him out of the lodge. 


The rest of us remain old Roosevelt boys, liberals and not pro- 
fessional radicals, liberal conservatives and haters of reactionaries. 
And always, come hell or high water, I expect always to be found 
in the middle of the road, just a little left of center, highly idealis- 
tic about life, but knowing that progress in government comes by 
politics and that they are practical problems. Noise doesn't rattle 


me and I know there will always be another time at bat and that 
sometimes the best rallies come late.
